The applicant's traversal of the formal requirements requested by the examiner 
are addressed in the following section as required by M.P.E.P. § 707.07(f). 

2. TERMINAL DISCLAIMER 

The Terminal Disclaimers for this application are found to be improper because: 
1) the serial number of the application (or number of the patent) which forms the basis 
for the double patenting rejection is missing or incorrect. 2) 10/699,766 and 10/699756 
are not mentioned in the office action. 

3. ARGUMENTS CONCERNING PRIOR ART REJECTIONS 
1 st POINT OF ARGUMENT : 

Regarding the argument that Allegrucci does not cover the configuration load 
function or the configuration function, the examiner respectfully disagrees. In column 2, 
lines 24-54, it can be seen that Allegrucci does cover the configuration function. Lines 
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40-42 show that the external memory holds an initialization program and lines 46-48 
show the connection between the memory and the configurable logic. Column 3, lines 
30-35, show the configuration load function. From the given definition of the 
configuration load function, these lines see on a configuration load function. 

Consequently, since the examiner denies that the rejection has been traversed 
all claims are still listed as rejected. 
2 nd POINT OF ARGUMENT : 

Regarding the argument that claim 17 further limits claim 1, the examiner agrees. 
However, the applicant has not noted that claim 17 was also rejected under Allegrucci. 
That rejection still stands.
